5. Claims 1-13, 16-21. and 24-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Duke et al. [6,070,997], 

Duke discloses a light for connection to an air valve stem [2] comprising a connector, a 
power source [24, 25], an LED light source [16] and a motion sensitive switch. All diodes emit 
p colored (including white) light. The light is described as waterproof [column 1, line 66].
